After a Vh hour meeting of 
the McGill Association of Uni- 
versity Teachers yaterday 
aftemoon;';^^fessor J. M. 
Dealy, ^PreddSnt of MAtJT, 
was willing to admit as much 
as that a committee to study 
staff - studeflt relations had 
been set up. 

When asked whether the sub- 
ject of the PSA occupation of 
the fourth floor of the Lea- 
cock Building had come under 
discussion, he replied that it 
had not. 

However, according to Stan 
Gray, the only member of the 
Political Science -faculty' to 
have ' expressed support for 
striking political science stu- 
dents, not only the occupation 
and the PSA, but also the 
McGill Daily, and student ac- 
tivism in general came in for 
a good deal of revealing invec- 
Uve. 

Dean Woods, for instance, 
characterized student activists 
as "dedicated, evil men", not 
to be reasoned with. 

The meeting vras also attoi- 
ded by numerous Administra- 
tion membera. They were ad- 
vocating an eventual MAUT 
reconmiendation that staff 
appointments be made by staff 
alone. This would help to es- 
tablish a university-wide po- 
licy preventing departments 
from allowing students on 
their appointment committees.

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Break in stalemate today?

The occupation of the ofGces 
of the Political Science départ- 
aient on tiie fourth floor of the 
Leacock building gained mo- 
mentum yesterday as a complete 
boycott of political science class- 
es,- enforced by Political Science 
Association pickets, went into 
effect. 



The occupation, which started 
Monday because of foculty re- 
jection of PSA demands to seat 
representatives of. all students 
on the New Appointments Com- 
mittee, was maintained through 
the night by seventy-five students 
sleeping in hallways and offices. 

At a general meeting yester- 
day night.which packed the ele- 
vator lobby and the hallways, the 



English parity approved 



A meeting of the English De- 
partment faculty yesterday voted 
overwhelmingly in favour of a 
Steering Conimlttee resoludon cal- 
ling for student representation 
on faculty committees on the 
basis of parity. 

The resolution emphasized 
that parity was a practical so- 
lution rather than a guiding prin- 
ciple, and further established a 
commis^on to discuss the full 
implications and future forms 
of student participation, with 
the aim of restructuring the de- 
partment. 

The mbtion^^^^ accepted after 
a two^iolv^ébâte with only five 
opposing votes out of a total of 
43 faculty members who voted. 

Immediately following the vote, 
lecturer Alan Goldberg requested 
that PSA representative Harry 
Cowan be allowed, to address the 
faculty. Objections followed, 
claiming that the affau^ of the 
Political Science faculty were 
of no concern to the English De- 
partment as a whole, althou^

Dean H.D. Woods of Arts and 
Sdoice and Paul Wong, President 
of the Arts and Science Under- 
graduate Society, offered to act 
as mediators yesterday. ' 

In a joint TètterVaddressed. to 
Professor J.R.f'Malloiy, Chair- 
man of the Economics and Poli- 
tical Science Department, and 
Arnold August, President of the 
PSAi^,Wong.and Woods said they 
were ^tddng^the action following 
represmtations from * the ASUS 
executive to bring an end to the 
dispute. 

August replied "The PSA has 
always been willing to enter into 
negotiations with the bculty at 
any time. This position has not 
changed. 

"I would like to take advantage 
of the good office of the Dean to 
hold tomorrow's open negotiation 
session in the eighth floor Coun- 
cil room of the Leacock build- 
ing".

The Students' Council executive 
met with Engineering students 
yesterday to discuss the possible 
secession of the Engineering Un- 
dergraduate Society from the 
Students' Society.

A meeting or the Students' Society Itas 
been called for 1 pm tomorrow in the ball- 
room to discuss constitutional amendments. 
Again. It is a Special Meeting, called by 
President Hajaly following the receipt of a 
petition bearing 300 signatures. It is also 
special because it gives us a chance to cor- 
rect the effects of a technical accident that 
foiled passage of constitutional amend- 
ments last October 30. 

The open meeting of October 18 that 
sent proposed constitutional amendments 
to a referendum for the first time failed 
to specify the date(s)^n4Wfaich the ballot- 
ting was to take place^The voting was sub- 
sequently arranged for Tuesday, October 29 
. and Wednesday, October 30 by the executi- 
ve. Actually, in cases where an open meet- 
ing fails tOAS etxatda te^for a referendum, 
it is the liaSln^PflStedents' CouncU to 
do so. Qnïnâlîliiddë^ that not enojigtijame 
had been lêftTôr rampaigning and icancèlled 
the Tuesday poll. 

The result was that the number of votes 
. cast fell about 300 short of the 20 per cent 
turnout required for the ballotting to'be of 
any effect at all, and about five per cent 



A number of subamendments have been 
proposed, the most substantial of - which is 
a proposal_presented by George Radwan- 
sId, BCLl, seconded by Michael Chodos, 
BCLl, that specifics representation for 
every 750 students after the first 250 in the 
larger faculties. The amendments them- 
selves provide for an additional represent- 
ative for every 500 after the first 250, and, 
because they divide larger faculties into 
smaller groups for the purpose, of council 
representation, provide a much more accu- 
rate and democratic distribution of coundl- 
lors. 

In any event, there should be no diffi- 
culty in sending the amendments to a re- 
ierendum at tomorrow's ^ meeUng, speci- 
fying voting date(s) at the same time and, 
eventually, winding up with a legislative 
body that begins to take into account the 
realities of this campus' population dis- 
tribution. 

We've waited too long to botch it up yet 
again.

And the amendments tJiat will be the 
subject of tomorrow's meeting, besides in- 
cluding all the features that attracted the 
approral of abnost two-thirds of the voters, 
includes revisions that should remove the 
doubts of those who did not approve. 

The autonomy of the individual faculties 
and schools is specified by these new 
amendments, and would be entrenched in 
the constitution if the amendments are 
eventually passed. Hie^jNntroversial clause 
in the previous amendniehisstipulating that 
'the decision of the president would pre- 
vail in the event that the executive is split 
on a particular issue has been deleted. 'The 
relevant article says only that the E^xeciiti- 
ve Committee is responsible to council 
through the president ' 

Except for the Faculty of Divinity, which 
has declined to send a representative to 
councU, the amendments provide for the 
representation of all faculties, no matter 
how small. The amendments come as dose 
to proportional representation as it is pos- 
. sibfe to come vmie doing this and rnain- 
: taining a coundl of manageable ^e.

The React/on 



Definite tactics by which Administration ah'd Faculty 
will react to the cunent crisis hi political sdence took . 
shape at two closed meetings this week. 

The political sdence faculty wants to win a war of at- 
trition against the students, while the chief Administra- 
tion spokesmen are seeking to lure the students into an 
ambiguous agreement.vdiich they will nullify later on. 

After a day and a half of the studoit occupation and 
strike in Political Science, the faculty has not yet ac- 
cepted the request of the PSA to enter negotiations to 
find ' a mutually acceptable compromise. Whatever non- 
reasons Chairmih Mallory has given for this refusal, . 
the fad is that the question was predetermined.by the 
closed faculty meeting on Monday. 

.At this meeting the majority of faculty explidtly de- 
dded to wait at least a few days before making any 
moves hi this direction. The reason was clearly stated: . 
there's nothing to negotiate about, the faculty isn't 
moving from its position. 

Furthermore, the faculty dedded to wait until the oc- 
cupation;and;stiiké;.dther^startedïtoVcollap8e or. was 
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bdng opposed by a large number of moderate students. 
At that point, formal discussions could be entered, since 
the PSA would be in effect defeated and they would be 
forced to accept the faculty's proposals. To negotiate 
before this happened would be to do so from a position 
of wealmess,notstrengUiJ^^^;^^'^'^. . 

When pressed^W'wfaetho' they conc^vied of any 
possible compromise solution emer^g, the answer was 
that this woidd be possible only after the protesting stu- 
dents were prepared to accept a reasonable and proper 
set of proposals. But it turned out tliat this reasonable 
and proper set of proposals -was defined as being the ^^ 
faculty's present position. 

. So the decision was to wait it out, in the expectation 
that as the days went on the occupation and strike 
would weaken. Chairman Mallory and several others stat- 
ed thdr intention of loitering around the fourth floor 
periodically to assess the situation, to see what kinds 
of pressures and forces were building up within the 
studehtgroup. 

Some attention was given to various forms of splitting 
tactics the faculty could use. Someone mentioned that 
hints should be dropped that students might lose credits 
if they missed classes and conferences. Other forms 
of intimidation had been used previously, and it was 
hoped that the students would be suffidently scared 



after a few days or a week and would vote to { 
classes. 

(At the dosed MAUT meeting yesterday, on 
sor reported that Chairman Mallory, while 
the observation;s toId.him, "Now I have an op| 
.to identify ttaereSels'.") 

One faculty member wanted to know if tM 
take a leadership role in mobilizing the modj 
dents against the PSA. Another suggested tH 
members come regularly to ckisses, eveOèlhd 
would respect the picket lines, just to keep the 
on thdr toes. ' \éi^iilf^:

So when Chairman Mallory seems rduct 
bnmediate negotiations, the reasons are obviol 
been the case throughout this whole two-moni 
in the political sdence section, the faculty is I 
inc. in closed meetings, proposals and tactics t| 
ddeat the students, while maintaining a publj 
of reasoned generosity. 

Given th e fact^ that power and duplicity ha^| 
the deliberatelfgiM^es of the faculty's 
fed obliged to br^ the rule of faculty conf| 
and present to campus facts of the situation. 

But it is not only the political science 
is being deceitful with students and using ail 
covert strategies to ddeat the PSA. The Adm j 
has also entered the pidure. 

Dean Wood's latest offer to act as somclcir 
iator in the dispute, for example, also sma 
sincerity. He told Arnold August, PSA Chair 
he was still uncertain about student participât f 
- pointments committees. Yet Woods, at the M/^ 
Hing yesterday afternoon, made it quite dear U 
opposed to such partfeipation. He viewed su: 
pressures towards departmental reform as a p . 
by "some dedicated evil men on this campus' 
just realized that no power resides in the Ai 
Uon. 

Woods in fact maintained that he wouh 
MAUT to clearly state that only staff should 
dstons on staff appointments. After this rccc 
tion bad been presented by the MAUT, thsp a i 
wide rule on Uiis could be^a<xepted,.exîc|u(U3 
from any appointments roIel'Ahd àll depaânu 
be forced to conform to this. 

Woods' strategy is thus quite clear, and quit 
His ultimate intention is to keep students com; 
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It doesn't end at five-to but. . . 



It Might Be an Education 



■ In the noon plenaiy, the question of grades and 
exams came up, and someone said you couldn't abolish 
grades in twenty-four hours. 

But twenty-four hours into the occupation of the po^ 
litical science section, grades and most of the other bu- 
reaucratic impedimenta of education seemed more than 
slightly irrelevant. 

An educational program orpnized by the occupying 
students. was in full operation. The seminars lacked the 
five-past-the4iour-tb-five-before-the-hour efficiency 
of ordinary classes; the first one started forty minutes 
late and they kept falling further and further behind the 
schedule as the day wore on. People came and left as 
they pleased. There were no prepared lectures, and few 
notes were taken. Oasses were constantly being inter* 
rupted by organizeis asking for people to (dckeL . ^ 

But in thdr own way, the saninars'weré a far more 
real learning experience than students normally have a 
chance to experience at university. And they realized it. 
Although the flrst seminar attracted only a few students. 
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of a say hi hhring, but he thinks he can achieve this more 
effectively and more smoothly by tactics other than those 
now being pursued by the political science faculty. He 
now wants to act as a mediator to cool the crisis, get 
the students off the fourth floor and back to classes, 
(perhaps by a good con job or false promises) and then 
eiffectively defeat the PSA by making thek demands hi- ' 
compatible with a newly established policy on appohit- 
ments for the «4iole university. (As he stated at the 
MAUT mecUng: "All this talk of brotherly love is igno'r- 
hig the real power politics"). 

In one swoop he would thus end the embarrassing 
strike and occupation, force departments like English 
or Sociology or Political Science to retract theb- new 
arrangements and keep the students forever powerless 
with regard to Uring new professors. 

Woods may be putting pressure upon' the political 
science faculty to adopt a more moderate and fiexi- 
ble public posture - but only because he thinks he has 
a smarter way to handle the students. 

Woods id not alone in this strategy. For a teachers' 
union meeting, there were a surprising number of 
administrator present: besides Woods, Michael 
Oliver (Vice-Principal), Maxwell Cohen (Dean of Law), 
G. L. d'Ombrain (EIngineering Dean), Saul Frankel 
(Arts and Science Vice-Dean), and Dean of Students 
Cedl SoUn. And with the exception of Saul Frankel 
(who is constantly bebig made to look like a leftist 
these days), they all seemed to support this strategy. 

Cohen prefaced his support of MAUT action on 
•this issue with a long account of his historically signi- 
ficant role in making the MAUT into the vanguard of 
university change. His invectives against his numerous 
enemies in the Daily, Students Council, Senate and the, 
Triinrtite' Commission were only incidental to his larger ' 
strategic purpose at that meeUng, basically the same 
as Woods'. 

Given what was going on at the MAUT meeting, it 
is no wonder that Sam Noumoff was shouted down be- 
fore he had finished his question about the real intent 
of the resolution. And it is no wonder tliat Woods, in 
arguing for closed negotiations in political science, 
told August last night that "I'm not certain if there 
would have been the same debate If students had been in 
there." 

What emerges from the- political science faculty 
meeting and the MAUT meetmg is clear, although differ- 
ing, stratèges by administrators and faculty to break 
the student action and achieve their purpose by dis- 
honesty and the exercise of their considerable institution- 
.alpowerl 



the numbers attending gradually increased until by 11 
am some dghty people were crowded into the small 
room to participate in a discussion of "the correct 
handling of authoritarian professors." In the crowd was a 
sprinkling of faculty. 

In the afternoon, the room was again packed as stu- 
dents fired questions about racism at Rosie Douglas and 
Bettina Aptheker. Plans were being made to continue 
the student-run classes. Someone complained at the noon 
plenary that the seminars were no better than lectures, 
and her complaints were not without justice - a discus- 
sion of Québec with UGEQ's Louis Falardeau failed to 
get off the ground and a student from Columbia who was 
to talk on guerrilla warfare deUvered the standard Amer- 
ican New Left line. But there was agreement that the fa- 
culty had ahready been shown to be superfluous. Starting 
today, policial science courses would again be offered 
- by students. And PSA chairman Arnold August saw no 
reason why the occupation and the student-run counc 
could not be continued until next May, if necessary. 

■ By evening, the occupation had assumed an air of 
permanency. The pigeonholes hi the office that had had 
faculty names on them now each served a different aspect 
of the occupation. The CEGEP-style "OCCUPIED' sign 
was in the window. A frenetic efficiency had been esta- 
blished. And the bushy black beard, the girl in the grey 
sweater and blue jeans, the tMn fellow with the brown 
shirt and long hair all of a sudden seemed to belong. 

But it was not clear where it was headed. Some saw 
the occupation primarily as a tactic to strengthen the 
students' negotiating position. Others were simply pre- 
pared to stay there. Everyone was agreed, however, that 
they would not be intimidated by the threat of academic 
failure. And they mandated the five-person bargaining 
team they elected to hold Hrm on one-third represent- 
ation on section, one third on curriculum, one third on 
appointments. Some thought that they had already come 
too far from thdr original position of parity across the 
board, and insisted that in asking for one third they con- 
tinue to affirm in prindple the desirability of parity. 

The faculty gave no hidication that they were ready 
to concede anything, but they did at least respect the 
strike. There were no real attempts to cross the picket 
lines that formed outside every scheduled poUUcal 
. sdence class, and most of the faculty dther cancdled 



thdr classes in advance or left as soon as they saw the 
pickets. Blema Stehiberg, from whom trouble vras anti> 
dpated, spoke to students outside the room hi which her 
ten q'dodc class was to have been hdd and tried to per- 
suade them not to support the strike. 

But the only professor to offer any real rcsisbnce 
was Paul Noble. When it became clear to him that he 
could not physically cross the picket line, he insisted 
on bdng allowed to hold a discussion with his students 
ebewhere! The picketers argued that any such discus- 
sions should be hdd on the fourth floor. Noble said 
there would be plenty of time later to come up to the 
fourth fioor, but now he wanted to have a private discus- 
sion with his students. He and three students eventually 
met over beer in the Mansfield Tavern. 

. There were fears expressed at the noon plenary that 
the occupying students were deydo|dng thdr own elites 
and thdr own bureauoacy. But dthqugb certain people

- Jon Hoffman, Arnold August, Harry Cowan, Martine 
Eloy - seemed visibly hi charge, this didn't appear to t>e 
happening. The plenaiy, meetmg in cramped quarters in 
front of the devators, was carried out with a remarkable 
degree of participation and a modicum of effidency, and 
there seemed to be a consensus in the group over basic 
alms. 

For the first time in several months, the kind of ra* 
dlcals Hllld president Bemle Shaicovitch caUed the 

"meshuggcnc left" and the kind of radicals typified by 
Hillel president Bemie Shaicovitch were working to- 
gether reasonably smoothly. And the people on the fourth . 
floor induded liberals, moderates, and at least one self- 
admitted red toiy as well. 

The demands, after all, were not radical, and 
tactics didii't go beyond what thé Ut>eral consdence is- 
capable of accommodating: strike, bargaining position, 
negotiaUons; occupation, but without denying access to 
anyone but the most blatantly hostile. 

The ideolo^cal differences all came out in the se- 
minars, and occasionally in meetings. But there was no 
disagreement on the jiutlee pf the students' demands. 
And support for the sttUtermdned wide.
